Tells Of Present 
German Conditions 



PEOPLE^ISPIRITED 

World Disarmament And 
Co-operation of France Is ' 
Vital Necessity : . 

'■I see two chaticçs only . for Ger- 
many, disarmament, and tiie possibil- 
ity of a. genuine gesture of. friendship 
on tho part of France,"' said Dorothy 
Thomson, last night at the I'eoples 
Forum, when speaking on the "Gerr 
man Crisis." The speaker, who is. per- 
haps better known in private lifts as 
Mrs. Sinclair Lewis, explained how 
world conditions, the Versailles Treaty, 
and the continual drain of the war re- 
parations had brought about the pre- 
sent state of affalrs'in Germany. ' 

Vderniany^' of today is a muddle ot 
everything. The people are disheart- 
ened. They have lost faith in their 
government, In the workings of capi- 
tal, even in the present ,«tandard of 
life", said Mrs. Lewis and ahé proceed- 
ed to explain how tlils. had occurred, 
Results of VarsailUs 
In 1918, at the conclusion of the 
Great War, Germany more or less had 
forced upon her a ^^epubllcan form of 
government ' Some favored it, some 
were bitterly antagonistic, but the ma- 
jority acquiesced because they could 
gee nothing el ^e for it. Subsequently the 
new goy?rnii\ent. had .'thrown upon it 
the venf onerous ' conditions of the 
Treaty oi: VerBaiiles, which bore very 
heavily on all classes. 

As a result the prestige of the re- 
publican de()|fpo|:atlo form of govern- 
ment dropped In tho eyes of.' the peo- 
ple until It reached Its present level; 
wher«3 tiie. Reichstag Is a congloméra-. 
tioii.df.iUjeii'inoàt^bi'tto 
ties. Whatever èo vViwamtmiiat]^as 
been In . power has had to inthiducè 
extravagant spending on such publlo 
buildings : as - gymnasiums^ Hhoatrcs, 
etc., and such welfare schemes ^ the 
dole, and old ago pensions all aggre- 
gating hugh sums, in order that they 
might retain a majority. '•' ' 
Mifunderttanding 'Rife 
Matters have gone from bad to 
.worse. ' People who believe that Gér 
'niiàny ivas the. cause of the war have 
demanded .that she should pay for it.

Two New England chains of restaurants In t{ie 
same price range are handy examples to show what 
a little care will do.

Their Providence 
chef is especially proficient on beans. The Waldorf 
organization, on the other hand, serves the poorest 
beans I have ever met with outside of collegiate 
circles. Their Troy, . N.Y., beans are specially 
execrable, and beans are like poetry. -AVhen they 
are bad, they càn be .very bad, but when they are 
good they are dandy.

My friend Dr. Horseley, thPïiihoro^'n'ed king 
of Canadian bean-caters, recently' wrote' à' letter to 
this Journal criticizing the quality of Union bekns. 
Since then there has - been a IftUe Improvement, 
but It is so little that It la only noticeable to the 
prb'féssionàl 'bean-eaters, and to the amateur the 
quality? does not seem to have change at all. That 
Is why Dr. Horseley has requested me to write this 
article. 

The main trouble with Union' beans as I see 
them Is that they are cookéd in an open pan. This 
means that the quantity bas to be judged béfore- 
hand to suit the needs of the day. Thei;e is usually 
an allowance made for an Increased demand which 
raroly materializes, but at the same time must be 
provided against. The consequence Is that the ex 
cesii Is used again next day; and' is recboked, which 
spoils the whole of that days batch,' as ten stale 
beans plus lOOO fresh beans'eqùàls lOÏO stale beans 
— a fact which is .known to every restaurant man. 
Now. my suggestion Is this:'' Heinz Vegetarian 
beans sell at fifteen centis| fOr~ a~ tin containing at 
least three or four largo' aJld'.'generous- iibrtlons.

THE BEAN ITS HISTORY AND 
CULTIVATION 
Z' By R, Horseley and K. von Wellsehmeri 

^ , Tlio . bean, : (P'haseolua Vulgaris, : aij; gha|eoluB 
Lunatus, P. Metcâltli Woot. and Stàndl^MPT^Re- 
tusus Benth., not^ Moench.), P? Mungo (L. Urd. 
Black Gran.), is a staple food plant indigenous to 
most climates, which grows in the form'f^oilYa'|yln9 
with plnriately foliate leaves.' The flowers 'aird in 
axUràry racemes with dladelthous stamens, 

Its Importance is admitted. ..by ^ all ' botanists, 
and we find such an authority as Bobbins inaklng 
the statement that "Great quantities of common 
kidney beans are put up In the form of pork and 
beans." (Botany of Crop Plants, Blakiston, 1934.) 
The origin of this plant has been a' mystery since 
the beginning of time. 

Bretscbnleder, working In. Pekin,' has shown 
conclusively that It did not originate in China. The 
absence of a name for It in Sanskrit precludes the 
possibility of an Indian origin, although some claim 
lhat.thb Sanskrit word for ''love" was anciently us- 
ed to denote the bean. There is. probability that the 
bean was known to thé ancient Egyptians, although 
Its Image doe's not appear on ; sarcophagi; Hero- 
dotus gives as a reason for this that *'ThB priests 
cannot endure the sight of It; they Imagine that 
this vegetable is H".^SjSisii('^l''' vlll.

Beans are twlcelimMn^ed In the Bible. "Shobi 
the son^of Nahash of Rabb'ah of thé children of 
Ammori . .'. . brought beds and basons and earthen 
vèssels .... arid beans."
